. CHINA. 


Tie current issue (Jan. 16) of 
“Engineering” to hand contains an 


Hoscnosa, SaToRvay, 1914, 
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intereating—article-on—western—indus 
tries in China. Tho iinsettled con- 
dition of affairs in the Republic, 
remarks the writer, had delayed the 
progress of Western industries, but 
it is evident that as soon as the oppor- 
tunity ofters there will be great develop 
ments, ng there is in the air a large 
number’ of:paper echemes for ‘manu-

sawing factory, a cigarette factory, 
and a gloss factory, besides: such 
further enterptives as -lenther-boot 
making, hat-making, dyeing, silk- 
reeling, and the manyifacture of. sugar 
:}and felt. The lack of native capital and 
the opposition ta foreign cnpital have, 
however, in the meantime, prevented 
oriny of the’ ‘ proposals being proceed- 
ed with, and the list of factories |: 
actnally opencd in 1912 is o small 
one, “Aniong others -actually ‘opened 
area boot-making factory, a, glasa- 
making eatablishment,-a coiton mill, 
and a flour mill. “The mannfacture 
of, leather seems to be receiving 
special attention, a ‘leather’ factory 
having ‘been ‘established at Chung.
